The Cerbefus ‘man of war, with her convoy, is arrived at 
New-York, and ‘on her paffage took two Spanith polacres, la- 
den with fugar, and fome dollars. 

They had a terrible thunder ftorm in New England in the 
month of November laft, which ‘did a great deal of mifchief, 
and much damaged a French 74 gun hip at Portfinoath, fplit- 
ting her fore-mait in two, throwing two guis overboard, and 
killing five men, and wounding thirteen. 

We are forry to hear, from good awthority, that the Ame- 
ricans have begun to wreck their refentment on fome unhappy 
Loyalifts, who fell into their. hands in the Northern provinces. 

The following unhappy Loyalilts were executed on Friday, 
the 13th December, (under pretence of High Treafon ) at Mon- 
mouth, in New Jerfey, viz. Ezekiel Tclton, Joba Oakerfon, 
and Peter Caton. Thé two following were condemned to be 
executed with the other three unhappy men, bat were reprived 
till farther orders, vizs James Fither, and Judah Lippencot. 

We have*made enquiry whether the laft mentioned perfon is 
the famous. Captain Lippencot, for whofe conduct Captain Af 
gill was confined ; but, though we have not afcertained ‘the 
fa&t, one way or the other, thofe who pretend to be the belt in- 
formed on the fubjeé, fay it is, aud rhat he was. given up be- 
fore Captain Afgill was releafed ; but that the Generals Carle- 
ton, and Wathington, have agreed he fhall not fuffer capitally, 
but have ouly a temporary imprifonment. 

This morning fome difpatches were received from Jerfey, 
giving an account of three large Freneh prizes being taken, and 
fent in there, by their privateersy which are valued at 10,000 1}, 
each, 

Yelterday morning early a meflenger was fent off exprefs to 
France, and ‘another 1 Madrid, with the refule of the Ceuncil 
held on Thurfday night, at Lord Grantham’s houle, in Privy- 
garden.

A correfpondent obferves, that if there was seafon for the 
ftocks rifing to the height they were ten days or a fortnight a- 
go, there is no ground, from any intelligence ariived as yet 
from the continent, for their falling at all, much tefs for their 
finking at the rate they have done this lait week. Sufpence a- 
lone can be no reafon for faying, that the negociations aré at an 
end, and holtilities to be renewed. 

The variation in the funds ought not to be confidered-as a 
certain proof that the negociations at. Paris are broken off. 
When we think for a few minutes of the many different cir- 
cumftances by which the funds are affe€ted, and the arts that 
are practifed to lower and raife them occafionally, we ought 
not to confider the fall of this week as an indication that a rub 
has come in the way, by which we are to continue hoftilities, 
and incur the expence of another campaign.

“¢ All hands aloft !” is the word at the Navy office. The 
moft exteniive preparations are making in every part of that de- 
partment. and the report there is, according to the belt autho- 
rity, that Lord Howe is again to fail wkhout delay. 

The exertions in the feveral dock-yards are as vigorgus as if 
wé were only at the commencement of a war.

If the prizes taken by’ Lord Rodney have met with a hard 
fate, the fleet that went to Gibraltar under Lord Howe, was 
amazingly fortunate ; the ships that compofed it returned fafe 
to port, in the moit Sung rous feafon of the year, without ha- 
ving experienced any calamity whatever in the Channel. That 
this was a lucky efcape will appear from what befel a fcet of 
60 fail in the year 1691, under the command of Admirals 
Raffel, Killigrew, Athby, Delaval, Rooke, and Shovel, (Fn- 
glith) and the Dutch Admirals Almonde, Vandepute, Callem- 
burg, and Evertzen ; of the thips in the above fleet of fixty 
fail, only one was fuperior to a modern third rate. They were 
in foundings the 2d of September, and met with fo violent a 
{lorm, that all which could poflibly be done for the preferva- 
tion of the fleet, was to bear up for fo dangerous a port as Ply- 
mouth ; and what from the violence of the wind, and the ha- 
zinefs of the weather, the thips were fo confuledly {cattered, 
that the greateft part of them could not be feen, when the Ad- 
miral came to anchor in the Sounds. but when it grew clearer, 
a fecond rate, which proved to be the Coronation, was difco- 
vered at anchor off the Ram-head, without any thing ftanding 
but the enfizn ftaff, and foon after the foundered, her comman- 
der, Captain Skelton, together with her company, except a ve- 

ry inconfiderabie number, being loft. Many of the biggelt 
fhips could not weather the ea(ternmott part of land at whe en. 
trance into Plymouth Sound; and were therefore obliged to 
look for thelter there, but did not find it 3 for the Haravich, a 
third rate, ran on fhore and bulged, near Mount Edeecomsbe 
houfe ; and the Reyal Ouk and Northumberland tailed on-the 
ground, though they were afterwards luckily got off. A great 
Dutch thip was feen at anchor aboye five leagues in the offing 
with all her matts gone} and feveral there were that very nar 
rowly efcaped the dangers of the Eddiftone ; but fearce one of 
thofe that efcaped deftrugtion Kad a malt ftanding when they ar- 
rived at anchor. sont 

William Shotton, late fervant to John Ellis, Efq; of St Ma- 
ry’s, Jamaica, who .took his paflage from, that ifland in the 
month of July aft, for London, on board the Britith Queen 
Captain Hodge, relates the following melancholy tale: That 








they failed from Jamaica on the 25th of July, under convoy of 
the Ramillies ; that hisTaid matter, together with his wife and 


two nieces, two boys, his wards, and four forvants, were On 
board ; that they met with nothing partictilar on their 
till the 17th of September, when, atahree o’clock ia the morn- 
ing, in Jat. 42. there came on a violent gale of wind, accompa~ 
nied with a {welling fea, which ftrained the thip almoft to a 
wreck, and caufed her to make fo much water, that the pamps 
were obliged to be kept inceflantly going. At three o'clock | 
in the afternoon it laid the thip oo her beam ends, and carried 
away her mizzen maft, with various other things, off the deck, 
and at the fame inftant wafhed the faid William Shotton overe 
board, and likewife bis wife, who then happened to have faft 
hold of his clothes ; but having both got hold of the wreck, 
and entangled themfelves with the ropes, thay floated in. this 
firuation near two days, and were then providcntially taken vp 
by the fhip Catharine, Captain M*Ley, boond from Cork to 
New York. They were afterwards taken by an Americen 
privateer, and carried to the Havyanoah, fron) whente they ob- 
tained a pafluge to Philadelphia, and from that place to New 
York, where he embarked on board the Mioerva, Capt. MtA- 
dams, which is arrived at Portfmouth. Whiilt they remained 
on the wreck; he frequently faw the fhip on her beam ends; 
but being much cxhauited, and (truck with heavy feas, the fhip 
difappeared ta him, fo that he cannot fay for certain whether 
the righted or funk, but is inclined to bcheve, from her diftreff- 
ed {tate, and having fix feet water in the hold, fhe muft-have 
inevitably funk. He could not jearn any thing of her from 
the Catharine’s people after he was recovered. He further 
adds, that he faw feveral hips founder during the gale, -but 
could not learn their names.
